and falsehood enters. The smoke of human 
feelings rises between us and the brightness of 
the Sun of Righteousness that the Sun appears 
a dull-red. The wicked, through this smoke, is 
able to look unconcernedly into the face of the 
Sun. 


By reading this booklet of quotations, the care- 
less reader of the Bible will be startled and as- 
tonished by the new light he will get on the 
radical, and fundamental, and colossal, and 
severe distinctions in which the righteous and 
the wicked stand before God. This book gives 
at once the power to “discern between the right- 
eous and the wicked, between him that serveth 
God and him that serveth Him not.” Mr. Harris 
has here done good service for the truth in help- 
ing all teachers of the word of God from sliding 
into an insipid way of thinking on this most 
vital of facts. May God bless it and give it 
wide circulation.
